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(he "Howitzer" yearbook of West Point carries a phrase about the first 


captain and regimental commander of the 1936 class-" ... his determination 
(just glance at that chin) has well suited him for the position as leader. .." 


This early judgment of William Childs Westmoreland has held true. Four- 


star General Westmoreland has achieved an enviable reputation as top 
American military man in Vietnam. 


The ruggedly handsome 53-year-old general, born in Spartansburg, S.C., 


on March 26, 1914, attended Citadel College before his appointment to West 
Point. Commissioned a second lieutenant in field artillery, he was assigned to 
a regiment of horse-drawn 75 mm. guns at Fort Sill, Okla. Prior to World War II, 
he spent a stint with the artillery in Hawaii and Fort Bragg, N.C. 


During the war he commanded artillery units in North Africa, the invasion 


of France, across Belgium and finally into Germany. His 34th Artillery Battalion 
wasawarded the Presidential UnitCitation for combat in the Tunisian campaign. 


Following war's end, Westmoreland's career added wings when he earned 


his parachute and glider badges with the 82nd Airborne Division. He was chief 
of staff with this celebrated unit for three years, then became an instructor at 
the Army War College, Fort Leavenworth, Kansas and Carlisle Barracks, Pa. 


Korean action as commander of the 187th Airborne Regimental Combat 


Team brought Westmoreland his first star, at the age of 38, as well as the 
Distinguished Unit Citation from the Republic of Korea. It was also in 1953 that 
he was awarded the Master Parachute Badge. The next ten years the general 
saw duty in the Pentagon, became the youngest major general at 42 years old, 
headed up the famous "Screaming Eagles" 101st Airborne Division, was ap- 
pointed superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy and then commanding 
general of the Army's XVIII Airborne Corps. 


In January, 1964, Westmoreland became deputy commander of the U.S. 


Military Assistance Command in Vietnam. Eight months later, he took over as 
commander. His last three years in Vietnam, as well as those since his West 
Point graduation, are strong testimony to the square-jawed determination of 
General William Childs Westmoreland.

Alcohol Is 
Poison to 
the Liver

CHICAGO (AP) - Evidence 


that alcohol can produce direct 
damage to the liver, even in the 
presence of a well-balanced diet 
was reported today in two New 
York studies. 


The question of whether liver 


damage results from alcohol or 
the poor eating habits of al- 
coholics has been debated in 
medical circles for years. 
A panel of experts at the an- 
nual convention of the Federa* 
tion of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology indicated 
both factors play a role. They 
agreed that minor liver damage 
in alcoholics can be cured if the 
subjects abstain from liquor and 
eat 'oods high in proteins and 
vitamins.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson has a habit of 
throwing 
so 
many 
different 


things into one speech, like 
packing a shopping bag, his 
main points some times get lost 
in the public mind. 


While he has made a number 


of 
separate 
statements and 


speeches on the war in Vietnam, 
with varying effectiveness, at 
no time has he been able to 
make the war critics back up. 


It's doubtful some of them 


would back up, no matter what 
he said. 


As the critics get louder, some 


people have come to think he 
should pull the pieces together 
and in one long, detailed, and 
clearly reasoned speech devoted 
entirely to the war explain the 
American role in it, and the 
background. 


His administration has harped 


on the American determination 
to see that the people of South 
Vietnam remain free to choose 
their own government in a dem- 
ocratic way. 


This gets hooted at since after 


13 years of direct U.S. help to 
South Vietnam the people there 
haven't yet been able or allowed 
to choose the government they 
want through broad elections, 
although they are moving in 
that direction. 


But one of the steady, al-' 


though perhaps often unnoticed, 
themes in the speeches of John- 
son himself is this country's phi- 
losophy behind its decision to 
stop Communist aggression and 
expansion.

To work properly, all struc- 


tures that comprise the TM 
joint must complement each 
other, working in perfect 
harmony, not only with each 
other but with the chewing 
apparatus, the teeth. 


The TM joint is a tough 


"work horse" and can stand 
all sorts of pressures, from 
chewing tough steaks to bit- 
ing hangnails. Yet there can 
be slight, unnoticed eccentric 
pressures from poor bite that 
can p r o d u c e the common 
symptoms mentioned above. 


Most dentists feel that poor 


bite is the major cause of TM 
disturbances. Some say that 
muscle tension and muscle 
spasms are important causes.

Foss, who headed the AFL 


from Its inception In 1959 until 
his resignation seven years lat« 
er, gave his views In an inter- 
view Tuesday. He was in Minne- 
apolis for meetings of an insur- 
ance firm with which he now is 
Associated.

The former commissioner and 


onetime South Dakota governor 
recalled the merger agreement 
made last summer Included a 
Joint draft 
and championship 


game. 


"My understanding Is that one 


negative vote from any member 
of the two leagues can stop the 
final agreement from being rat- 
ified before the 1970 season," 
Foss told Sid Harfmin nt The 
Minneapolis Tribune. 


"The way I have It figured," 


he added, "the AFL would have 
to pay the NFL $27.5 million If 
the merger were to come off as 
planned. The NFL also will be 
paid for the 10th franchise In the 
AFL. 


"I can't believe that members 


of the AFL will ever agree to 
pay this money. There are num- 
erous tax problems to over- 
come. I know that Sonny Wer- 
blin, owner of the New York 
Jets, is utterly opposed to pay- 
Ing anything. He may sell his 
franchise regardless." 


Progress in 
Latin Areas 
Questionable 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - It 


sounded like a call to a new life, 
to a fresh beginning, and the 
very manner of the man gave 
that feeling. 


In the White House the Latin- 


American diplomats stood lis- 
tening as the young president 
proposed 
that their republics 


join the United States in a 10- 
year, 10-point program. 


Its goal, he said, would be "to 


build a hemisphere where all 
men can hope for the same high 
standard of living — and all can 
live out their lives in dignity 
and freedom." 


He suggested that the various 


American nations could trans- 
form the continent and make it 
"an example to all the world 
that liberty and progress walk 
hand in hand." 


That was in March 1961, and 


President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy 


stirred the Latin Americans as 
they hadn't been in years. From 
that moment he became a shin- 
ing figure to this 
country's 


southern neighbors. 


Even the disastrous Ameri- 


can-backed rebel invasion of 
Cuba just a month later didn't 
spoil the Kennedy image in Lat- 
in America, for later in the year 
the Alliance for Progress was 
created at Punta del Este in 
Uruguay. 


Now it's almost six years lat- 


er. Has there been progress un- 
der 
the alliance? Those who 


are delighted at any sign of for- 
ward movement in Latin Ameri- 
ca will say yes. Others, more 
pragmatic, think the alliance 
has just been stumbling along. 


Last week another president, 


a different kind of man, with a 
different 
manner, 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson, went to another meet. 
ing at Punta del Este, this time

Chicago suburb, and 1 in Hills- 
dale County, Mich. 


The Chicago Weather Bureau 


said the tornadoes "appear to 
be the worst since March 28, 
1920. And when the final report 
is in, It may be the most de« 
vasting tornado on record In 
northeastern Illinois." 


Hardest hit as the tornadoes
